Claim Objections 

1 . Claim 4 is objected to because of the following informalities: 

A) Perhaps applicant should replace "about" in line 5 with -against— in order to maintain 
consistency throughout the claims. 

B) Perhaps applicant should replace "vertically" in line 6 with along substantially vertical 
axis— in order to maintain consistency throughout the claims. 

C) Perhaps applicant should add -spaced apart substantially parallel to the vertical 
axis"— after "at least two" in line 17. 

D) "a temperature difference" in lines 16-17 should be replaced with -the temperature 
difference- for proper antecedent basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 8-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. In this case, the claim language is confusing 
because the preamble of the claim is directed to a method of manufacturing, while the 
body of the claim is directed to calculating of thermal conductivity of an object. 
Therefore, no steps of manufacturing have been described. 

Claims 9-1 1 are rejected by virtue of their dependency on claim 8.
